Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Connah's  Qua,y  Urban  District  for  the  year,  I964. 

The  estimated  population  for  mid-year  I964  is  8,790  nn 
increase  of  50  on  the  figure  for  1983  • The  birth  and  doa,th 
rates  are  based  on  this  estimated  mid-year  population, 

For  estimating’  birth  and  death  rates  for  comparison  vdth 
rates  from  other  Districts  and  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales, 
a comparability  factor  is  given  by  the  Registrar  General,  allowance 
being  made  for  the  age  and  sox  distribution  in  the  District,  This 
factor  in  1984  being  0,92  for  births  and  1,55  tor  deaths. 

The  total  m.imbor  of  births  during  1964  v;as  I84  giving  an 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  19»2  per  1,000  population,  as  compared 
with  a rate  of  20,6  in  1963  and  with  the  birth  rate  of  l8,4  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1964* 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  88  as  compared  with 
74  in  1963  giving  a death  rate  of  15 » 5 por  1,000  population  as 
compared  with  a rate  of  13 ,1  for  the  district  in  I963  end  a rate 
of  11,3  for  England  and  Wales  for  tho  year  under  review. 

There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  during 
1964j  giving  a rate  of  21,7  por  1,000  live  births,  compared  with 
a rate  of  20,0  por  1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales  during 
the  year,  and  a rate  of  20,4  per  1,000  live  births  in  this  district 
during  I963, 

There  were  again  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria  or  Polio,  and  it  should 
again  bo  stressed  that  iimmunisation  against  those  diseases  is  still  a "must' 
so  that  this  record  can  continue. 
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Of  the  88  deaths  during  the  year,  37  occurred  from  disease  of 
the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  i.e.,  42«0^  of  all  deaths.  Cancer 
accounted  for  19  deaths  i.e.,  21, 6jo  of  all  deaths.  Bronchitis, 
pneumonia  and  other  respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  12  deaths, 
i.e.,  13*8/o  of  all  deaths.  So  that  these  3 main  groups  of  disease 
i.e.,  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  cancer  and 
respiratory  infections  accounted  for  77*4^  of  the  deaths.  Of  these 
3 deaths  52  or  59?°  uore  aged  over  65  years  at  death. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared 
v/ith  a death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  47  per  1,000,000 
population  for  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  6 per  1,000,000 
population  for  other  forms  of  tuberculosis. 

There  were  4 deaths  duo  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus, 
giving  a death  rate  of  455  per  1,000,000  population  compared  v/ith 
a rate  of  535  per  1,000,000  population  for  England  and  Walosj  and 
15  deaths  from  other  forms  of  cancer,  giving  a death  rate  of  1,706 
per  1,000,000  population  compared  v/ith  a death  rate  of  1,674  per 
1,000,000  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  xvas  a decrease  in  the  fresh  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year,  6 in  I963  to  4 in  ihe  year  under  review,  and 
during  I964  notifications  v/ere  received  of  l5  cases  of  measles 
and  3 cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

The  milk,  ice-crcaiii,  v/ater  and  s;/iraraing  bath  samples  taken 
during  the  year  v/ere  satisfactory. 

To  conclude  Lady  and  Gentlemen,  I must  thanlc  all  members  of 
your  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support,  and  in  particular 
your  Chairman,  Councillor  Hr.  Iforley  Thomas,  M.B.E.,  who  was 
particularly  helpful  during  the  year.  I should  also  like  to  thanlc 
your  Clerk  Mr.  L.  Williams  and  indeed  all  your  officials,  who  gave  me 
their  continued  and  willing  heir  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  on  record 
my  thanks  to  your  Public  Health  Inspector  Hr.  C.  Stoddard,  for  his 
help  during  the  year.

WATER. 

Tho  foIlo\/ing’  report  on  tho  v;ater  supply  in  tho  area  has  hecn  supplied  hy 
Mr.  E.A.  Iddon,  M.I  JiunE.,  MoR^SoH.  the  En^jinoer  and  lianager  of  tho  PTintshiro 
Water  I'oard. 

"The  Central  Flintshire  Water  Board  was  formed  and  the  day  of  transfer  of 
various  undertakings  including  Connah's  Quay  Urban  District  Council  was  the  1st 
April,  1964* 

The  water  supply  for  tho  Urban  District  is  now  drawni  from  the  Alwen 
Aquaduct,  the  local  source  having  been  abandoned. 

Regular  analysis  of  the  v/ater  has  been  carried  out  and  all  samples  have  been 
Class  1. 

Tho  average  daily  consumption  of  Connah's  Qqay  is  390? OCO  gallons." 


During  the  year  44  samples  of  water  from  various  parts  of  the  District 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  by  tho  Health  Department 
for  examination  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Two  samples  were  examined  by  tho  Public  A.nalyst  who  reported  as  follov/ss-

OPINIONS. 

Sample  l.The  manganese  content  of  this  water  is  excessively  high  and  some  of  the 
colour  is  due  to  the  presence  of  this  substance.  Tho  organic  analysis  is  satis- 
factory, but  high  manganese  contents  frequently  lead  to  tho  silting-up  of  mains 
and  service  pipes  and  to  staining  of  washed  clothes. 

Sample  2. The  chemical  condition  of  this  vratcr  is  satisfactory. 
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Tho  sample  on  tho  9"^^  Dccombcr  nas  taken  follov/ing  complaints  received 
regarding  discolouration  of  the  v/ator,  v/hich  v;as  due  to  repairs  in  the* 

Alv;cn  Aquaduct.  Bacteriological  saaplos  taken  at  the  same  time  ■'.voro  found  to 
he  satisfactory. 

There  are  only  two  dv/ollings  (both  farms)  in  the  Urban  Area  without  a 
public  water  supply  a,nd  both  these  could  bo  supplied  from  the  existing  mains 
on  request. 

The  remainder  of  the  population  of  8, 790  housed  in  some  2,724  dwellings, 
all  have  water  within  1ho  curtilage  of  the  promises. 

(1)  DRAIMGE  AKD  SBWERAGB. 

Sowerago , 

Ur.  P.  Hampson,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  given  the  following- 
notes  dated  29th  April,  1965 • 

"The  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  sewage  v/orks,  puiiiping  stations 
and  ancillary  sewers  is  now  virtually  complete,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
works  will  be  officially  opened  during  B'lay?  1965. 

The  pumping  stations  have  been  in  commission  for  periods  of  up  to  4 months 
and  the  works  for  2 months.  ITo  samples  of  effluent  have  yet  been  analysed  but 
it  will  take  a short  period  of  time  for  minor  adjustment  and  bacterial  increase 
before  a completely  satisfactoiy  effluent  is  obtained. 

(2)  RIVERS  AITO  STRSMS. 

There  are  2 stroanis  flowing  into  the  River  and  v/hen  the  nev;  sev/age  works 
are  in  operation  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  no  further  nuisance  on 
the  banks  of  these  streams. 


(3)  PUBLIC  CLBiaTSIFG. 

Public  cleansing  is  carried  out  satisfactorily. 


(4)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  ARB  BISPOSAL. 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year. 

This  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  a centrally  situated  site. 
This  tip  is  levelled  dajly  by  using  a Ferguson  Tractor  fitted  'with  an  earthmover 
blade  and  covering  material  is  obtained,  from  a sandpit  ov/ned  by  the  Coun-^il, 

Ins ecticides arc  used  to  control  insects,  and  the  Rodent  Operator  carries 
out  regular  control  measures  against  rats. 


(5)  SliOKE  ABATEI.IEhU?. 

Because  of  doubts  regarding  the  availability  of  solid  smokeless  fuels, 
no  stops  have  been  taken  to  extend  the  existing  smoko  control  area,  in  r/hich 
housing  development  is  still  taking  place. 
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(6)  S-.7U:>EiI^TC-  BATH  AI'TS  POOLS. 


Hr.  17. Ho  Ccimpsj  tho  Hanajcr  of  the  Council's  Suirflrning' 
Bath  and  Assembly  Hall  has  supplied  tho  folloniiiig,  information  on 
the  Sv'imming  Bath;- 


"The  Sv/imming  Bath  was  opened  on  tho  12tli  of  August 3 I96I. 

It  lies  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Civic  Centre.  Tho  sjzo  of  the 
Pool  is  110  ft.  long  and  42  ft.  widCj  this  length  allows  for 
National  Events  to  bo  held  there.  It  is  3 ft.  deep  at  tho 
shallow  end  and  11  ft.  6 ins.  at  the  deep  end. 

Tho  whole  of  the  bath  surround  is  tiled  \7itl1  non-slip  tiles, 
and  the  Pool  is  tiled  with  blue  tiles,  this  gives  a very  plosant 
effect  upon  the  water. 

Tho  Bath  is  provided  v/ith  a 1 metro  and  a 3 metro  spring 
board,  also  a 3 metre  firm  board,  so  diving  competitions  can  take 
place . 


Alongside  tho  Bath  are  tho  changing  rooms,  and  clothes  storage 
rooms,  shower  baths,  toilets  and  foot  baths  arc  conveniently 
placed  for  tho  use  of  the  bathers. 

Tho  pool  holds  188,000  gallons  of  water,  every  4 hours  this 
v/atcr  gnes  through  a filtration  and  sterilisation  process,  it  is 
dravm  by  puaps  from  tho  deep  end  of  tho  Pool,  it  then  goes  through 
strainers,  and  thon  on  to  tho  Sand  Pressure  Filters.  After 
filtration,  it  is  ro-heatod  and  chlorine  is  then  injected  into  it 
to  sterilise  it. 

The  chlorine  is  used  not  only  as  a sterilising  agent,  although 
that  is  its  main  function,  but  also  as  an  active  strong  oxidising 
agent  perfoiming  many  other  useful  functions  in  the  process  of 
water  treatment, 

Tho  water  is  then  returned  to  the  pool  at  the  shallov/  end  of 
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the  -Bath 


The  Bath  Staff  take  tests  every  3 hours  to  ensure  that  the 
\7a,ter  is  kept  at  the  very  high  standard  laid  clor/n  hy  the  ?Iinistry 
of  Health.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  also  takes  samples  frora 
the  pool  at  varying  times,  these  are  sent  to  a Laboratoiy  whore  the 
Tvatcr  is  put  throu^ii  a much  stricter  tost  than  can  be  carried  out  at  the 
Baths,  reports  of  those  samples  are  sent  to  the  Kodical  Officer 
of  Health,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself. 

The  heat  for  the  Baths  is  produced  by  2 oil  burning  boilers 
and  is  thermatically  controlled.  Those  boilers  also  supply  the 
hot  water  for  the  showers  and  wash  basins  etc.
